SEALED PROPOSALS to furnieh Timber and 
other materials for the ny bed the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1877, will be received at this 
Bureau until 12 o’clock m. of Thursday, Novem- 
ber 16, 1876, at which time the bids will be 
opened. 

‘The proposals must be addressed to the “ Chief 
of the Bureau of Construction and Repair, Navy 
Department, Washington.”’ and must be indorsed 
‘Proposals for limber, &c., for the Navy,” that 
they may be distinguished from ordinary busi- 
nees letters. 

To prevent cmfusion, and facilitate the opening 
of the bids, parties biduing for supplies at several 
yards will enclose their bids tn separate envelopes 
for each yard, indorsed with the name of the yard 
Sor which the bid is made. 

Printed schedules for such classes as parties 
deal in and intend to bid for, together with in- 
structions to bidders, giving the forms of pro- 
posal, of guarantee, and of certificate of guaran- 
tors, with printed forms of offer, will be furnished 
to such pereons as desire to bid, on application 
to the Commandants of the respective Navy 
Yards, and those of all the yards on application 
to the Burean, 

The Commandant of each Navy Yard, and the 
purchasing Paymaster for each Station, will have 
a copy of the schedules of the other yards, for 
examination only, in order that persons who in- 
tend to bid may judge whether it is desirable to 
— application for any of the classes of those 
yards. 

The proposals must be for the whole of a class, 
but the Department reserves the right to reduce 
the whole class, should the interest of the Gov- 
ernment require it, before the execution of the 
contract. All applications for information, or 
for the examination of eamples, must be made to 
the Commandants of the respective yards. 

Bids or offers will be received only from parties 
who are bona fide dealers in, or manufacturers of, 
the articles they offer to furnish. The guarantors 
must be certified by the Collector of Internal 
Revenue for the district in which they reside. 

The contract will be awarded to the person who 
makes the lowest bid and gives the guarantee 
required by law, the Navy Department, however, 
reserving the right toreject the loweet bid, or 
any which it may deem exorbitant.

PROCLAMATION OF THE PRESIDENT. 
By the President of the United States of America : 


A PROCLAMATION, 


Whereas it has been satisfactorily shown to me that 
insurrection and domestic violence exist in several 
counties of the State of South Carolina, and that 
certain combinations of men against law exist in many 
counties of said State, known as “rifle clubs,” who 
ride up and down, by day and night, in arms, murder- 
ing some peaceable citizens and intimidating others, 
which combinations, though forbidden by the laws of 
the State, cannot be controlied or suppressed by the 
ordinary course of justice; and 

(Gere follows a recital of the requirements of the 
Constitution and the laws in reference to cases of in- 


surrection in any State, or obstruction to the laws 
thereof, and a statement of the application of the Ex- 
ecutive of the State for aid.—Ep. JuoURNAL.) 

Whereas it is required that whenever it may be 
necessary, in the judgment of the President, to use the 
military force ot the United States for the purpose 
aforesaid, he shall forthwitb, by proclamation, com- 





mand such insurgents to disperse and retire peaceably 
tu their respective homes within a limited time. 

Now, therefore, I, Ulysses 8. Grant, President of 
the United States, do hereby make proclamation and 
command all persons engaged in said unlawful and in- 
surrectionary proceedings to disperse and retire peace- 
ably to their respective abodes within three days from 
this date, and hereafter abandon said combinations and 
submit themselves to the lawful and constituted 
authorities of said State; and I invoke the aid and 
co-operation of all good citizens thereof to uphold the 
laws and preserve the public peace. 

In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and 
caused the seal of the United States to be atlixed. 
Done at the city of Washington, this 17th day of 
October, 1876, and of the independence of the 
United States the one hundred and first.

ORDER OF THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 


The following order was issued in pursuance of the 
action taken at the Cabinet meeting, for the protection 
of tke public peace of South Carolina:

General W. T. Sherman, Commanding United States Army: 

Srk: In view of the existing condition of affairs in 
South Carolina, there is a possibility that the procla- 
mation of the President, of this date, may be dis- 
regarded; to provide against such a contingency, you 
will immediately order all the available turce in the 
military division of the Atlantic to report to General 
Ruger, commanding at Columbia, 8. C., and instruct 
that officer to station his troups in such localities that 
they may be most speedily and effectually used in case 
of resistance to the authority of the United States. 

It is hoped that a collision may thus be avoided, but 
you will instruct General Ruger to let it be known that 
it is tbe fixed purpose of the Government to carry out 
the spirit of the proclamation and to sustain it by the 
military force of the general Government, supple- 
mented, if necessary, by the militia of the various 
States.

I, Fourth Artillery, Captain Loder; G, First 
Artilery, Captain Elder ; A, Third Artillery, Captain 
Lorain, and C, Fifth Artillery, Captain Randoloh, and 
one company each from Columbus, O,. and Fort 
Columbus on Governor’s Island. Besides these have 
been ordered ‘‘all available recruits” from the latter 
place. The recruits will number 150 men, and the 
organized companies about fifty each, which will place 
nearly one thousand regular soldiers trom this Depart- 
ment at the command of General Ruger. The troops 
then remaining in the Division of the Atlantic, which 
embraces the New England and the Middle States, 
the District of Columbia, Virginia, West Virginia, 
Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, and Wisconsin, will be four 
companies of the Twenty-second Infantry scattered 
along the Northwestern lakes, two companies of the 
Second Artillery in Maryland, one compary of Artil- 
lery in the Centennial Grounds and three light bat- 
teries, one in Fort Hamilton, one in Fort Adams and 
one in Fort McHenry. All other military posts in the 
divison will be left in charge of an officer and from 
three to five men each.

GENERAL CROOK SPEAKS. 

A correspondent of the N. Y. Times has inter- 
viewed Gen. Crook as follows : 

I believe, with those whom temporary non-success 
have not discouraged, that Gen. Crook by arms and 

licy can bring this powerful and most troublesome 

ioux nation down to the same degree of ‘subjection, 
and there will be no peace until it is done. He very 
frankly stated his views of the war and of what 
should be done, in a conversation had with him the 
day before he received his summons East. He spoke 
substantially as follows : 

“Our next objective point is Crazy Horse. He 
should be followed up and struck as soon as possible. 
There should be no stopping for this or that thing. 
The Indians cannot stand a continuous campaign. I 
cannot tell whetber we can go on yet. That depends 
on our getting the things we want. The best time 
to strike Indians is in the winter. They cannot 
remain together in large bodies at thut season. The 
necessities of subsistence compel them to separate, 
and then is the time to throw a large force on each 
band and crush them all in detail. If you strike one 
band now, it is never so far from others but these can 
concentrate on the attacking force if it is a small one, 
or they can communicate with each other and scatter 
if they want to run from a large one.” In reference 
to the hardships of the pst campaign, Gen. Crook 
said they were not likely to occur again. “ How 
could any one anticipate such a season of rain, when 
we had been lying idle all the summer without hay- 
ing a drop fall upon us? We had to go on when 
once we left Goose Creek, at any cost. The Indians 
were not where we ex pected to find them, Would it do 
to turn back again, after lying idle so long, with the 
old cry that our rations would give out, or something 
else prevented our going on? This is an old trouble 
in Indian fighting. The system of meving without 
& wagon-train is the only proper one for a campaign 
of this character, A mule-train can go anywhere; 
there is no rear to protect at the cost of largely re- 
ducing your fighting force. Our train was not large 
enough. That will be remedied. We were unabe 
to carry enough provisions to give us time to scout 
the country when we cut loose trom our base. We 
had to make straight for another place as soon as we 
left the last, because our rations were not sufficient to 
allow us to wait on the way and search the country. 
Then we were almost without guides or scouts. I 
had no man I could depend upon except Frank 
Gruard, and he could not do all the work. The 
others were well enough, but they did not know the 
country, and they could not be got to go ont any 
distance. If we had had Indians with us from the 
Yellowstone here we should not have had such trou- 
ble in crossing the country. I always try to get In- 
dian scouts, because scouting is with them the busi- 
ness of their lives. They learn all the signs of a trail 
as a child learns the alphabet ; it becomes an instinct. 
With a white man the knowledge is acquired in after 
life. You cannot be sure that an Indian is telling 
the truth ; he wil! lie to you; so will the white man. 
But if you can make it to the Indian’s interest to tell 
the truth you get correct information; a white man 
will lie intentionally, and mislead you unintentionally. 
Our two Indian bucks there, (pointing to the camp- 
fire where the captives were gathered,) I am trying 
to train for scouts. They would be of immense use. 
I told them it was to their interest to come in with 
us; that they should be fed, paid, and clothed, 
while as they were now they had not a thing in the 
world. I told them I did not want to kill them, or I 
would have had them burned out of their hole in 
that ravine. Frank has talked to them too, and they 
seem inclined to listen to reason. Some people say 
it is wrong to use the people of a tribe against itself ; 
but pshaw! if I can kill one rattlesnake by making 
another bite him, I shall do it.” 

ARIZONA INDIANS PUNISHED. 


Under instructions of General Kautz, Capt. Porter, 
of the 8th Infantry, with a detachment of the 6th 
cavalry and a company cf Indian scouts, left Camp 
Verde September 30 in pursuit of a party of renegade 
Indians from the San Carlos reservation. He struck 
them on the 4th of Oct., and, after a short tight, 
killed eight bucks and captured two squaws. ‘These 
were the Indiavs who kiiled Thomas Hammond, a 
miner, ut the mouth of Pinall Creek, in the Pinall 
mining district, about September 1, as was shown by 
the property found on them and also by the volun- 
tary statement of one of the captured squaws. 

NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE NEZ PERCES, 

Many of the Nez Perces Indians have never been 
parties to any treaty, and serious difficulties haviog 
arisen between them and the white settlers of Idaho 
and Eastern Oregon, the Indian Bureau sends a spe- 


cial commission to them, with a view to settling all 
questions in “—- and permanently averting fur- 
ther troubles. The Commission consists of General 
O. O. Howard and Major H. C. Wood, of the Army; 
William Stickney. secretary of the Board of Indian 
Commissioners; D. H. Jerome of Saginaw, Mich., 
and probably A. C. Barstow of Providence, R. I. 
General Howard left Washington, Oct. 13, and the 
Kastern members of the Commission will proceed 
with their colleagues to Oregon by way of San Fran- 
cisco. The act of March 3, 1871, prohibits the nego- 
tiation of any formal treaty with any tribe of Indians, 
but this commissiou is sent out under the general 
authority of the Department, in accordance with 
General Howard’s promises to the Nez Perces last 
summer, that some definite understanding should be 
reached concerning the ownership of certain disputed 
territory, including the fertile and valuable Walla 
Walla valley, which lies partly in Idaho and partly 
in Oregon. 
CONCERT AT PRESCOTT, A. T. 

The amateur concert given at St. Luke’s Hall, 
Prescott, A. T., for the benefit of the widows and 
orphans of the Little Big Horn disaster, by ladies, 
officers and friends of the garrison, was successful, 
both in an artistic und a financial point of view. The 
programme was a generous one, comprising some 
excellent operatic selections. Mrs, A. V. Kautz, Mrs. 
Burmister, Mrs. Bowers and Miss Bashford carried 
oft the vocal honors, acd Mr. A, E. Wienawski and 
M. DeBelle were respectively encored for their mas- 
terly treatment of the violin and cornet. 

The success of this entertainment will no doubt 
encourage other friends ot the benevolent purpose 
for which it was given, to try the experiment. 

A CANADIAN VIEW. 

The Toronto Globe says: Mr. Angus Macdonald, 
of Colville, B. C., arrived down on the evening ot 
the 13th of September, from a tour in northern Mon- 
tana and the Rocky Mountains, He says that much 
smouldering excitement prevails in the minds of in- 
terior Indians, concerning the Sioux war. The Sioux 
had reported to their camps that they had killed 
since the war began, up to the middie of July, four 
hundred or five hundred men. Mr. Macdonald in- 
forms the Guardian that Indians say Big Raio was 
the chief who killed General Custer ; but his body 
was not mangled because he was clad in a hunter's 
leathern suit, whence they took him to be some brave 
accidental stranger out with thetroops, While Gen- 
eral Custer was running his second man through the 
body with his sword he was shot by Big Rain, the 
Sioux chief, in the head. Mr. Macdonald says that 
however superficial contentment may seemingly cover 
the words and faces of the natives with a shallow 
and deceptive happiness, there is no Indian now in 
the West who has any real love or loyalty for either 
King George or Uncle Sam. On his way, Mr. Mac- 
donald was met by an old patriarch chief about 
eighty years of age, and who, in his day, had been 
one ot the finest specimens in the interior. Said the 
old man, * Your people, the white men,I at first 
received and cared for with sincerity. Therein I see 
to-day I was deceived. They care not for me; their 
eye and step is to my country. The sooner I die the 
better for them; my ruin will be their comfort.” 
Mr. Macdonald thinks the estimate of the number of 
Indians now at war, recently given in the papers, in- 
cluding Sioux, Blackfeet, Bloods, Crows, Snakes and 
Utahs, are far in excess of the truth. He further 
thinks that whatever help the United States troops 
achieve from auxiliary Indians is,in the long run, 
undermined by the bad morals it breeds in the In- 
dian mind, as it appears to them imbecility, treach- 
ery and want of fair power on the part of the white 
man to whip him.

THE WIDOWS’ RELIEF FUND. 

Tue Thunderer explosion and the CusTER disaster 
were not without some points of resemblance in their 
results. In each case a number of families indirectly 
dependent upon their government for support were 
in an instant left destitute and helpless. But here 
the coincidence ceases. We learn that the British 
government has already pensioned the widows and 
orphans of the dead engineers and seamen of the 
Thunderer, while the Congress of the United States, 
with a puerile procrastination, left the matter of pen- 
sions to its widows (excepting in one or two caseg,) 
until the distraction of a political campaign and 
other personal axe-grinding should be less absorbing 
than they were last session. But while John Bull’s 
prompt official action is in pleasing contrast to the 
tardiness of B. J., the spontaneous and open-handed 
generosity of the comrades of the killed on the Little 
Big Horr, comes out in bold reliefagainsi the sombre 
background of legislative neglect. Since our appeal 
July 29, nearly ten thousand dollars has been sent 
to our care from the Army at large, part of the Navy, 
and a few citizens, as a substantial evidence of sym- 
pathy with the bereaved and appreciation of the 
situation. In this connection we cannot refrain from 
urging officers of the twin Services, who may not 
already have provided for a possible contingency, 
the importance of a mutual insurance scheme, such 
as was proposed a year ago, by which the U.S. 
Treasury became the depository for all sums volun- 
tarily set apart by officers out of their pay, ensuring 
to their heirs a proportionate annuity. We under- 
stand that there exists no objection to this plan, 
which very nearly received the sanction of law some 
time since. We have been requested by a number of 
officers to call attention to this subject.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Mr. Cuaries Sepewick Hunt, a New York 
Journalist, who served as Master in the Navy for two 
years during the war, died in New York, Monday, 
Oct. 16th. 


Tue Omaha arrived at Payta, Peru, from Guaya- 
quil, on the 30th Sept., and would remain there un- 
til the 16th October, for the benefit of the healthy 
air of that port. 

THE survey steamer Gettysburg, which has been 
put in thorough repair, left Norfolk Navy Yard Oct. 
17, for Halifax, N. 8.; from thence she will proceed 
to the Mediterranean, taking decp sea soundings on 
her passage. 

Tue Norfolk Virginian of Oct. 15, says: ‘“ Com- 
modore Georg? H. Cooper, who has been residing in 
this city on waiting orders during the summer, has 
been ordered to duty at Annapolis as President of 
the Board for the examination of midshipmen of the 
Class of 1874, Commodore Cooper and his amiable 
lady left on the steamer Zowise last evening for that 
city. His many warm friends here will be pleased 
to hear of his fortunate appointment, although they 
will deeply regret his departure from our midst.” 


CommoporeE M. H. B. CALDWELL reports the ar- 
rival of the Richmond at Valparaiso, Chili, on the 
4th September, and that he would remain in port for 
a week, then sail for the South Atlantic. Tne ship 
is in good condition, and the officers »nd crew in 
excellent health. Commodore Caldwell expects to 
ge through the Straits of Magellan, but it driven 
from the coast by gales or thick. weather, would 
double Cape Horn, and in either case hopes tv arrive 
at Montevideo between the 10th and 15th October. 


THE correspondent of the Baltimore Sun writes 
from Annapolis: The circumstances indicate that a 
large number of midshipmen were engaged in the 
hazing, which, with one exception, it is understond, 
consisted of very mild “running.” So moderate, in- 
deed, were the tricks played that under tne 
probe of an investigation the ‘‘plebs” are the hap- 
piest in the melee, and express themselves as not ve- 
ing oftended or dismayed at these jokes. They con- 
sisted in the main of making the ‘‘ plebs” perform 
infantry drills, mount rostrums and deliver speeches. 
The solitary exception to this, it is said, was letting 
a “ pleb” dangle out of a window byacord. It has 
also come out that the conduct of the cadets who 
were dismissed last Friday for refusing to testify be- 
fore the Nuval Board is not clothed in all the roseate 
hues of a self-sacrifice for the good of others alone, 
but that the dismissed cadets did themselves some 
service also in their refusal to testify, as they were as 
deeply concerned in the bazing as their comrades on 
whom they refused to tell. Evidence would have 
been confession. In addition to Cadet Midshipman 
C. W. Garrett, charged with hazing, there are con- 
fined on the United States ship Santee Cadets Mid- 
shipmen Geo, E, Harrison of Ohio, Homer C. Pound- 
stone of Ohio, Fred. A. Woodworth of California, 
and David Bartlett of Kansas, belonging to the third 
class, who refused to testify (since dismissed.) The 
nature of the answers made before the Naval Board 
indicate very plainly that there is a conspiracy 
formed on the part of the hazers to “ bluff off” action 
upon them by refusing to testify, and thus to make 
the nuiibers so great as to defy the authorities to 
expel. The game will probably not work well. 
Those now on the Santee who refused to testify will, 
doubtless, in a day or two, be dismissed. Cadet 
Garrett will be tried by a naval court-martial. 

Tue Alta Californian is very severe on the policy 
of appointing retired or furloughed naval officers to 
the command of merchant vessels, as in the case of 
the Pacific mail steamers. It says: ‘‘The appoint- 
ment of naval officers to such commands prevents 
the employment of more experienced men from our 
merchant navy, and, by stopping promotion, tends to 
a demoralization of the service. It is no detriment to 
our navy to assert that its officers are unfitted for 
commands in the merchant service. Their limited 
sea experience and their ignorance of the stowage of 
cargoes, commercial usage, marine insurance, etc., 
place them at a great disadvantage. The discipline 
of the navy is, to a great extent, entirely independent 
of the commanding officer. The Government 
arranges all that for him. That of the merchant 
service depends largely upon the personal influence 
and respect for the commander, especially so under 
our imperfect maritime code. Thus we find that 
many naval officers, themselves by nature wanting in 
the characteristics which naturally fit a man for com- 
mand, still control ships in which a strict naval dis- 
cipline is maintained, The nuval officer has gen- 
erally little idea of economy in the management of 
his command. The Government has heretofore foot- 
ed all the bills of his ship, and the practice of econo- 
my in disbursement is unknown to him. The naval 
otlicer on furlough, receiving pay from the Govern- 
ment and company simultaneously, is not accountable, 
-beyond a very limited extent, to the company em 
ploying him. Hav.ng a life position, independent of 
his temporary command, he cares little, beyond ful- 





filling the immediate duties that his limited experi- 
ence has acquainted him with, and a breach of disci- 
pline, or neglect of duty, has no serious results in his 
case. The officers holding high rank in our navy do 
not want merchant commands. It is generally junior 
officers of the service, who, by political or other in- 
fluence aside from their adaptability, obtain such 
commands, and they generally are ver7 incompetent 
except in theoretical uavigation, in which they con- 
sequently excel.”

ANOTHER EUROPEAN WAR. 


T cannot be doubted that the prospect of a strug- 
gle between Russia and Turkey increases as 
time goes on, and the articles which we have pub- 
lished on the Turkish question, reflecting as they did 
the feeling of the time, and not presuming to 
prophesy, have more and more indicated that the 
expectation in men’s minds was altogether warlike, 
There has been a deal of diplomacy, and the shuttle- 
cocks of threat and compromise have been bandied 
from one prince to another, around the whole circle 
of European Courts. Occasionally, a wise prophet, 
on this or the other side of the water, announces that 
he knows just what will happen, but the truth ap- 
pears to be, the numerous diplomatic notes really 
contain no sign of what their writers intend to do. 
It would be something new in diplomacy if they 
did. We may safely discard them, and seek for 
truth in some other weil. 

Turkey has never yet had to face such a problem 
as is before hernow. The wishes and intentions of 
Russia have always been plain. That power means 
to get European Turkey in its grasp. If one war is 
not sufficient more will be fought, and great must be 
the sacrifice which Russia would refuse to make for 
this object. This isan old story, aud has been one 
of the most unanimously acknowledged elements in 
the political situation of Europe fora century. But 
the new phase in Turkey’s position, as we have al- 
ready shown, grows out of the atrocities she per- 
mitted ip Bulgaria. The indignation of Christen- 
dom is aroused, and if the flag of the Cross were 
raised in part of Europe or America, the Saracen 
might seee a new crusade that would be more 
effective than the old ones history te!ls of. 

Most striking is the change in England. The 
people of that country have made it plein that the 
mortgage of several hundred millions pound sterl- 
ing, which they hold on Turkish territory, is not 
enough to stifle their feeling; especially since 
the Turk has defaulted in hisinterest. The barbarian 
Turk, type of a completely arrested civilization, the 
dog of a Mahommedan, has murdered Christians by 
thousands because they were Christrians, and the 
nineteenth century has learned that the passionate 
race and religious antagonisms which marked the 





early part of this millennium are strong enough to 
reach to its close. : 

Turkey, with barbarian fatuity, has roused all 
Christendom from its attitude of laisser faire. It 
has forced its friends from their friendship, and now 
tbat Russia finds its longed-for domination looked 
upon with a favor, it certainly never expected, by 





Christian peoples, if not Christian governments, and 


to all appearance is moving its great powers to take 
advantage of the situation. Weare tld that Turkey 
iscalm! Turks in Constantinople who have long 
watched the progress of events look on the activity 
of Russia without dismay. The war was to come 
at some time, and this is a good time. 

We, in America, who have so often proved that 
the battle is not to the boaster, may be inclined to 
read in this modest demeanor the presage of success. 
A nation that comprehends how serious her situation 
is from the very beginning of a war is already en- 
trenched. But between these two combatants we 
cannot discern any such difference as there has been 
between the sentiment in the French and German 
capitals on the outbreak of war. Russia, too, is 
moving quietly, howeverstrongly. Her action is not 
undertaken because she feels abundant strength, but 
in accordance with a policy long defined. In truth, 
both of these combatants are, in brutal pbrase, 
“ groggy.” Both are overloaded with debt. Neither 
ean burrow a dollar for a dollar, but both are glad 
to give a promise to pay one hundred in exchange 
for eighty cents in hand. Both are exhausted with 
overgrown standing armies, Neither of them has 
the question tbat was presented to us in our war— 
how much can this young constitution stand? Each 
is already half draiaed of its strengtb. 

As we go to press, no positive tidings of war have 
come. Russia has refused the six months’ armistice, 
and is reported to have made an arrangement with 
the Roumanian railroad to transport 4,000 troops 
daily. She is ssid to have 82,000 men at Camp 
Bender, 64,000 at Tiflis and 4,000 at Odessa, forti- 
fying that place. It is not these details of actual 
movement that are significant. But there seems to 
be no doubt in any mind that the outcome of this 
business will be war, and that Russia has always in- 
tended it should be. This is the voice of the stock 
boards, of government securities, of mercuntile 
movements, and this is the plain conclusion from the 


indications in Europe. 





Some years since the Government determined 
that the practice of “hazing” which had prevailed 
at the Military and Naval Academies almost from 
the date of organization, was injurious to discipline 
an good order, und the diversion was forbidden 
under the severest penalties. A few examples were 
apparently sufficient to produce the desired reform 
at West Point; but it has taken a little longer to 
free the soil at Annapolis from this moral weed, so 
firmly rooted at most educational institutions. The 
expulsion of five cadets from the Naval Academy, 
which took place last week, not as principals, but in 
a legal sense ‘‘confederates,” was in accoidance 
with the true interests ofthe Service. That it was 
summary, makes the effect all the stronger. Never- 
theless, we are sorry for the unfortunate young gen- 
tlemen, who with a youthful and natural interpre- 
tation of honor and fidelity, sacrificed themselves 
upon the altar of friendship. If the authorities ulti- 
mately succeed in ferreting out the real culprits— 
and we do not see why they should not—the re-ap- 
pointment of the gallant little fellows can hardly 
work any harm to the Service. An ezample must, of 
course, be made, and the way by which the Academy 
may keep up its morale as a training school for 
officers, without losing any of that esprit so desirable 
among comrades, seems clear. Let those who have 
violated the regulations and exposed four noble fel 
lows to disgrace, assert their manhood by stepping 
out, acknowledging their error, and taking the con- 
sequences ; they wiil not lose anything in the estima- 
tion of the Navy or the country. 

However, if these gentlemen do not see the matter in 
this light, it is probable that the state ot Coventry to 
which they should be exiled by their present 
sssociutes, will eventually discover them to some 
lynx-eyed inspector, and what is now open to a vol- 
untary and honorable course, will then result in in- 
voluntary disgrace and loss of caste. 





CommoporE Foxnau. A. Parker, U.S. N., the 
author of “Fleet Tactics Under Steam,” “ The 
Howitzer Afloat,” etc., etc., has in the press of Mr, 
D. Van Nosrranp a work entitled, “ The Fleets of 
the World—The Galley Period,” which will be looked 
for with interest. The design seems to be not so 
much to give a description of the manner of building 





vessels during the period of which he treats—a sub- 
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ject exhausted by Jax in his “ Archeologie Navalle,” 
and “La Flotte de Casar”—as to show how fleets 
were then manceuvred. This affurds valuable instruc- 
tion to the Naval student of the present day, when 
vessels by means of steam have become assimilated 
to the ancient war-galleys propelled by oars. Com- 
modore Parker's descriptions of sea-fights are 
spirited, and, as he is an old officer of forty years’ 
service in the Navy, they may be assumed to be cor- 
rect. Ofthe battle of Lepanto, we have already said : 
“The extensive research of the author is shown in 
the exhaustive manner in which he treats his sub- 
ject, and the clearness and simplicity of the style will 
commend the narrative to the attention and interest 
of every reader. The causes which led to the great 
sea fight, the preparation of the allied “leet, the con- 
flict, with all its varying fortunes, and the final 
disastrous defeat of the Turks, are described with a 
minuteness of detail that brings the scene vividly 
before those who follow the story of the writer.” 
But the part of the volume which, if we mistake not, 
will prove to be most interesting, is that relating to 
the Norsemen, of which the author “confidently 
believes he presents the best marine picture yet 
drawn.” The manner of life of the old sea kings 
and vikings has a romance attached to it which is to 
be found among no other of the seamen of the past, 
while the heroism of OLAr TRYGRESSON and his men 
at the great battle of Rugen, inculcates a lesson never 
to be forgotten by those who reverence great deeds, 
and recognize that dulce et decorum est pro patria 
mori, The book, we should think, would command 
a large sale. No man who takes an _ interest 
in marine aftairs, or general literature, should 
fail to peruse it. The description of ‘ OxarF's 
battle with London Bridge,” written by Com- 
modore PARKER and published in the Army 
AND Navy JouRNAL a year ago, Oct. 23, 1875, will 
give an idea of the graphic style of this work. 








Tue names of fifteen hundred and eighteen officers 
were included in our list of commissioned officers of 
the Navy, including the Marine Corps, at present on 
the active list. Of these there are at sea, 604; on 
other duty, 572; on leave or awaiting orders, in- 
cluding one officer “ urloughed,” 394; under suspen- 
sion, 8. This shows a percentage of 40 at sea, 34 
per cent. on other duty, and 26 percent. on waiting 
orders or leave. We include in the estimate of those 
at sea the few officers returning from or ordered to 
vessels in commission. This computation, which is 
the result of no small labor, in connection with the 
register published last week, will show the present 
status of the Navy. Of the line officers 364 or 45 per 
cent. are at sea, of the staff 209 or 34 per cent., and 
of the Marine Corps 31 or 34 per cent. 205 line 
officers or 35 per cent. are on other duty; 250 staff 
officers or 40 per cent., and 57 Marine officers or 62 
per cent. 235 line officers or 30 per cent. are waiting 
orders or on leave; 156 staff officers or 26 per cent., 
and 8 officers of the Marine Corpsor 4 per cent. The 
list of commissioned officers occupied so much space 
that we were unable to make room for the names of 
the warrant officers which we have been asked to 
publish. We might do so, but the labor and ex- 
pense of the Register already published has been so 
great, and the call for it so limited that we are not 
greatly encouraged to further attempts in the same 
line. It is no trifling matter to print 1,500 names in 
a newspaper, and the printing offices that are eyual 
to the undertaking at all are very few. The number 
of capital letters in a list of names is greatly beyond 
that required for ordinary reading matter, and so 
rapidly exhausts both the type and the patience of 
the printer as to call for a stock of both out of all 
proportion to the usual demand. It will be ob- 
served that the Secretury of the Navy has relieved 
officers affected by General Order No. 216 of the dis- 
abilities to which furloughed officers were subjected, 
aside from the loss of pay. 








TuHeRE bas been a change in the Prussian notions 
of military discipline since the days of the whimsical 
FrREpDERIcK WriiLurAM I., and a writer in the Deutsche 
Heereszcitung, of Berlin, speaking of the discipline of 
the German gives expression to the more modern 
notien which prevails in Germany as to the means 
of developing efficiency in the ranks. The object 
had in view in our day, says this writer, “ in training 


soldiers, difters materially from that of the past in 
this, that the education, not the breaking-in of the 
man is intended. The basis for the usefulness of an 
army is obedience. To teach a man to obey silently 
is our first duty. The soldier must be trained to 
subordinate his feeling and thinking, his will and 
action, every moment and under all circumstances to 
the commaud ; and this can only be accomplished 
by diligently exercising him in self-control. But, 
while we must insist, on the one hand, that tbe 
soldier gives up his will and obey the command, we 
can, on the other hand, by no means use him as a 
mere machine, It is impossible to issue commands 
suited to all occasions; and often enough will the 
private, on picket or in a skirmish, be placed in a 
position where he wiil have to judge and act on his 
own responsibility. To develop this self-dependency 
in the man, to awaken his self-esteem and keep it 
alive, is our second duty. As on one hand a lack of 
self-control will engender the highest military crime, 
insubordination, so will, on the other hand, a lack of 
self-esteem lead to the second military crime of 
want of determination.” 








THE ARMY OF THE TENNESSEE, held 
its tenth annual meeting at the seat of Gov 
ernment Oct. 18. It was attended by President 
GRANT, General SHERMAN and by several distinguish- 
ed ex-Confederate officers, who joined in the especial 
feature of the occasion—the unveiling of the eques- 
trian statue of General McPHERSON. Letters from 
General J. B. Hoop, Colonel W. B. Bocas and others 
of the C. 8S. A., some of whom were classmates of 
McPaeErson, expressed regret for non-attendance and 
admiration of the noble qualities of the dead soldier. 
Colonel Boges wrote: “Between McPxHrERson and 
myself there always existed the warmest personal 
ties. Although in the Jate Civil War we were 
naturally on different sides, it never for a moment 
suspended our personal relations and mutual friend- 
ship.” General SHeRMAN delivered an eloquent 
eulogium upon his former comrade. The attendance 
was enormous and the ceremonies, of which we shall 
give a detailed report from eur own correspondent, 
next week, were unusually interesting. 


GENERAL Rurvs Kine, who commanded a division 
during the war, died at his residence in New York, 
Oct. 13th, of pneumonia, aged 62. He was graduat- 
ed from the Military Academy, in 1833, and appointed 
as 2d Lieut. of Engineers, Generals BARNARD, CUL- 
LUM, SCHRIVER, SHrras, ALVORD and WESSELLS, 
being among hia classmates. After a brief term of 
service he resigned in 1836, and won distinction iu 
civil life as an editor and politician, holding various 
public offices, among them that of U. 8. Minister 
to Rome, which he resigned to accept an appoint. 
ment as Brigadier General Wisconsin Voluntzers, 
May 7, 1861. He was afterwards appointed Brigadier 
General U. 8. Volunteers, and saw service in Virginia 
and in the defences of Washington. Gen. Kina was 
a member of the Court Martial by which Frrzsoun 
PorTER was condemned. 








To illustrate the reliability (7) of news from Turkey 
The Stambul shows that an official correspondence 
in the Turquie is a literal translation of Bazancourt’s 
“Texpedition de Crinée” (Paris, 1856,) with the ex 
cepticn of achange of the French officers’ names to 
Hafiz Pascha and Ahmed Eyub Pascha, and writing 
Servians instead of Russians. 








Tue Allgemeine Militair Zeitung, Darmstadt, Ger- 
many, has just turned its fiftieth year, and celebrat- 
ed the event on the 1st of October. We extend to 
our contemporary our most hearty congratulations, 
and hope that it may be spared to see its Centepnial. 








Tue General Recruiting Service for the next two 
years hus been reorganized, to take effect October 1, 
and the list of officers on the new detail, with their 
respective stations, will be found under “ Tne Army.” 


The Rock Island Argus of October 9, givesthe fol- 
lowing particulars of the accident to Gen. Sherman 
and the Secretary of War,to which we have before 
alluded: “On Saturday General Sherman, J. D. 
Cameron, Secretary of War, and a party of their re- 
lations and friends were at Rock Island Arsenal. 8. 
M. Cullom, General Henderson and other gentlemen 











called on the distinguished party at the residence of 


the commandant of the arsenal, Colonel D. W. Flag- 
ler, and while there a ride over the arsenal grounds 
was proposed and agreed to. In an open three-seat- 
ed wagon was General Sherman and Secretary Camer- 
on, Mr. Cullom and Colonel Flagler, the driver and 
young Mr. Shermap. The party had just left the 
grave and monument of General Rodman when the 
driver leaned forward to disentangle the reins, The 
horses became frightened and kicked, hitting the 
driver and knocking him back into the wagon. The 
reins were on the ground, and Colonel Flager imme- 
diately leaped out with the idea of running alongside 
the horses and catching them by the head. He call- 
ed to the others not to jump, but unfortunately he in 
jumping badly sprained an apkle and was unable to 
reach the horses, The driver was out also, but his 
face was covered with blood, and he was so bewilder- 
ed by the blow that he was of no service, and con- 
sternation at once took possession of the inmates of 
the vehicle. General Sherman climbed over the hind 
end of the wagon and went rolling in the dust be- 
hind; Mr. Cameron tumbled out over one of the 
hind wheels very expeditiously and performed eever- 
al highly entertaining acrobatic feats; Mr.Cullom pre- 
pared for ‘‘a leap for life,” but the team was on a 
run, ascending a ridge of the ground, and on the side 
he proposed to jump were trees. He therefore jump- 
ed the other side, falling, like a spread eagle, in the 
gravel, and badly scratching his forehead and bruis- 
ing his arm and side. Young Shermun stuck to his 
seat, coolly, and deliberately “ waiting for something 
to turn up.” He didn’t wait long, for the team in 
its headlong speed struck a tree, leaving the wagon 
shockingly demoralized and the young man sprawl- 
ing on the green grass without a bruise or scratch.” 








GENERAL Augur, commanding the Department of 
the Gulf, headquarters at New Orleans, in forwarding 
the War Department orders relative to possible 
political disorders in certain parts of the South, 
remarks in a circular to post commanders: 

‘It is thought that these orders are so full and 
explicit as to furnish all the instructions necessary 
for their guidance in any case which may arise where 
action on their part is requisite—and then the com- 
manding general expects of them prompt and firm ex- 
ecution of their duties, tempered, however, with sound 
discretion and perfect courtesy to all. 

‘‘Whenever bodies of troops are stationed in, or 
sent for duty temporarily to, localities where disturb- 
ances are apprehended, they may and should exercise 
a strong influence in the interests of peace and good 
order—not by offensively or unduly meddling with 
local or political affairs, but by courteous, upright and 
discreet conduct, inspiring all parties with confidence 
in their impartial sense of justice and their desire to 
protect the lives, property and, so far as they legally 
can, the rights of all unoflending persons whom the 
civil authorities may fail or be unable to so protect. 

‘‘Tmpress it upon the minds of your officers when 
sent on detached service, to let it be distinctly and 
decidedly understood that their influence and that of 
their commands is all on the side of good order and 
justice—that they are not there in the interests of any 
political party except so far as either may be. benefited 
by the enforcement of law in protecting the unoft-nd- 
ing and restraining violence or disorder, and instruct 
the officers that their actions and promises will be ex- 
pected to correspond. 

‘*In localities where disturbances of a political 
nature are to be apprehended, undue or excevssive 
intimacy with acknowledged leaders of either party 
would almost inevitably lead to the destruction of an 
ofticer’s influence for the general good of the com- 
munity and is therefore to be avoided.” 


Tue San Francisco Bulletin reports the death of 
Miss Minnie Reade, the wife of Lieut. Philip Reade, 
3rd Infantry, whose romantic story is familiar to our 
readers. The Bulletin says: They were married in 
New York one morning more than four years ago. 
At noon on the wedding day the bride sailed for 
Italy, and the husband started for Arizona, where he 
had been ordered on military duty: Frequent letters 
brought him tidings of her success. Her voice was 
like a “string of pearls,”’ said. one renuwned impres- 
surio. Time wore on and she made ber debut in the 
finest theatre of Florence to a dense assemblage of 
music lovers. Fortune seemed to smile, and she 
secured an engagement to sing in the leading 
theatres of Europe. Her singing in Constantinople 
elicited the bighest praise from the press and the 
populace. Mrs. Reade died in Paris Aug. 24. Lieut. 
Reade has been stationed on the scuthern border for 
over a yenr,in charge of the Military Telegraph con- 
struction party, and is at present in San Diego.

MILITARY INTERVIEWERS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir: The practice followed by some officers of the 
Army of interviewing, for favors, the General’s etaff, is 
to say the least of it, of questionable propriety and 
honesty. There are many convincing reasons why it 
is to be regretted that any such custom should any 
where in the Army prevail. The fact that insubordi- 
nation often finds refuge und solace even in an inter- 
view with an Aide-de-Camp or an Adjutant-General, 
is of itself cause enough why the practice should be 
condemned. 

But a weightier and principal reason for refusing our 
sanction of the practice of military interviewing, is 
found in the fact that through its instrumentality a 
grievous wrong is oftentimes done one officer by an- 
other, who has the ear of a staff possessing the con- 
fidence of its general, and is able by innuendo and un- 
official statements to awaken unreusonable prejudices, 
and indirectly to work great harm to reputations. 

The military interviewer, with great art and cunning, 
endeavors to establish the impression at headquarters, 
that he is an authority in matters of the Service, and 

all the zeal of the command to which he be- 
on He knows how to “hint a fault and hesitate 
dislike,” and when and where to drop the statement 
that his brother officer does not amount to much, so 
that it shall work the most harm to his victim. And 
he makes his statement with such apparant frankness 
that he is seldom regarded as a secret enemy. On the 
contrary, the staft regard him as a wide-awake, blunt 
soldier, and are so far imposed upon as to welcome his 
visits, and in some instances to prefer him toa worthier, 
more modest officer, whom they do notknow. ***. 








RIFLE SIGHTS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir: There is much wisdom inthe recent letter frou 
‘* Inspector,” in reply to ‘* Prize Winner,” in which 
he s» ably discusses the numerous defects of the ex- 
isting rear sights on all the rifles now manufactured, 
and invites discussion and suggestions through the 
medium of the JouRNAL. 

A rifle without a thoroughly reliable sight for long 
range, is litfle, if any, better than the old smooth-bore 
musket; hence, the folly of constructing such a super- 
ior arm as the Remington, and then rendering it al- 
most worthless by an unreliable sight, so expoved as 
to’ be very liable to accident. If “ Inspector ” will 
inspect those rifles that have been in use in the military 
or naval Service for six months, I venture to assert 
that he will find the rear sights of not more than from 
two to four in ten are in order, the others being 
broken, bent, or so excessively cleaned that the slides 
will not remain where placed without the assistance of 
a wedge or string. It is seldom that the elevated sight 
is required for use, but, at such times it should be in 
working order and always ready. In the recent fights 
with the Indians the general complaint has been, that 
at “long range” the savages excelled the troops in 
sharp shooting. True, all were provided with the same 
kind of sights; but the arms of the Indians were new, 
while those of the soldiers had been in service long 
enough to disable, or render unreliable a very large 
proportion of the sights. 

A rear sight on the inclined plane system—similar to 
the plan suggested by ‘‘ Inspector "—has recently been 
devised by an officer in the naval Service. Combined 
with this sight, is a protector to the leaf, which does 
not interfere with the 150 yards range. The sight 
when not adjusted for longer range than 150 yards, is 
protected under a box into which it slides in inclined 
grooves, and there held by a spring, which continually 
tends to close it ike a jack-knife. For short range, 
a ready sight is obtained over an inclined plane or 
wedge on tup of the box. For longer ranges, the solid 
leaf is elevated by sliding it up over this inclined plane, 
until the work across the top of the leaf, correspond- 
ing to the required distance, comes fair with an angle 
on 4 guide flange on the side of the wedge. 

This sight can be graduated to every twenty-five 
yards, if desired, and more readily than the perpendi- 
cular leaf, as it is evident that the distances on an in- 
clined plane, corresponding to a given attitude, are 
greater than on the perpendicular. 

Again, the leaf being solid, can be as wide as de- 
owed The notch can be made to any degree of fine- 
ness and allowance be made for wind, which does 
away with another of ‘‘ Inspector’s” objections to the 
Remington. A model of this sight can be seen at 
Walton Bros., 96 Liberty street, New York City.

HYDROGRAPHIC WORK OF THE NAVY. 
70 the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Ste: In your issue of the 30th ult. I notice an article 
on the proposed cruise of the U. 8. 8. Gettysburg. It 
is to be regretted that your corresponilent had not in- 
formed himself as to the object of this cruise—which 
is not a survey of the waters of the Mediterranean, 
and of the disposition of the Navy Department to 
accomplish all the hydrographic work 1n its power 
-with the officers and vessels of the Navy—ere making 
statements which facts will not substantiate. The De- 
partment is fully alive to the value of .the publications 
of the British admiralty—-covering the navigable waters 
of the globe—and to the constant work of surveying 
carried on by them, as also by the French govern- 
ment, in every quarter of the world, and it would be 
gratified had it the ability to do likewise. All this 
has been considered and discussed at the Navy De- 
partment, whose head has ever shown a desire to 
forward, as far as possible, every practical research 
which might benefit commerce and reflect credit on 
our naval service. The Department has made every 
effort to continue the hydrographic survey in the Pacific 
Ocean, so ably commenced by Commander Dewey, 
and to prosecute surveys at other desirable points, but 
the expense attending the fitting of vessels suitable for 
such service, and the failure of the requested appro- 
priations, has necessitated the abandonment of such 
for the present. In the case in point, a suitable vessel 
is found, capable of doing such work as is required 
nearer home, involving but little expense—none when 
compared with the advantage which the work marked 
out for her will be to commerce, and the credit which 
its faithful execution will bring to our country and to 
the Navy. The Secretary of the Navy has com- 
prehended this and approved of it. The writer could 
enter fully into the question of giving surveying duty 
to our vessels of war, and could enumerate the con- 
stant calls made upcen them for such duty, together 
with its results, but thet is not a matter of discussion; 
suffice to say that the Navy Department has exerted 
itself to that end. The cruise of the Gettysourg was 
planned by those who thus far have not been accused 
of selecting soft berths for any one, and the duties 
required of her officers are such as will hardly admit 
of its being termed a ‘‘ pleasure excursion.” ‘Your 
obedient servant, P. H. W.

appointed in the Army, Oct. 1, 1875, as a lieutenant 
Cavalry, and without ever having joined 


that regiment, and while on duty at St. Louis Barracks, 
Mo., was transferred to the 7th Cavalry. The re- 
mainder of his military history is told in few words. 
He joined his regiment and company the early part of 
last spring, and met his death in the action of the Lit- 
tle Big Horn, Montana Ter., June 25, 1876.

Reiley, of the U. 8S. Navy, who in 1855, was lost in the 
U. 8. ship Porpoise, bound on a voyage to Kamts- 
chatka, which went down without one left to tell the 
mournful story. 

Hardly one generation later and the gallant son falls 
by Custer’s side, and again ‘‘ like father, like son,” 

‘* There is not one, 

To tell how brave they died.” 


Lieut. Reiley possessed all the qualities that make 
the ‘‘ officer and the gentleman.” He wasof magnifi- 
cent physique, of spotless honor, brave, ambitious, and 
full of thoughtful care fot others. By his death the 
Service has lost one of its most promising young officers, 
his companions a cherished and beloved friend, and 
the mother in this, her second great grief, her idol. 

In behalf of his ‘‘ alma mater” and those who knew 
him best, I would extend the most heartfelt sympathy 
and regard to her, who is now not only the widow,

FIGHTING BY MACHINERY. 
(Tirus Munson Coan IN THE “ GaLaxy.”’) 


Ir is the custom with many to mourn over the dis- 
enchantments of modern science, and I too like to have 
my fling at some of its doings. But on the other hand, 
even applied science has its esthetic side; and it seems 
to me that the inventions of our time have touches of 
their own poetry, in spite of the popular chorus which 
calls them prosaic, mechanic, the destroyers of poetry 
and of the poetical spirit. The locomotive, the ‘‘ iron- 
clad,” the steam gun, are certainly mechanic and pro- 
saic enough in certain aspects, but in others they 
appeal powerfully to the imagination. Force is itself 
poetical, nor is there any evident reason why it should 
lose this attribute in its modern transformations. 

Every important invention, indeed, from a graded 
roaito a repeating rifle, has presumably its esthetic 
side; this much we may grant, though we doubt that 
modern inventions are going to reform the world. To 
me there is no little interest about the engines of war. 
With what naif pleasure the soldiers of the sixteenth 
century handled their matchlocks, like children inter- 
ested in some an oe toy! One of the most 
delightful passages in nvenuto Cellini’s autobio- 
graphy is that in which he describes his exploits as an 
artillerist in defending the castle of St. Angelo from 
the Constable de Bourbon: ‘‘ I who was at times more 
inclined to arms than to my own profession,” he says, 
‘had better success than if I had been following my 
own business. I now gave my whole attention to fir- 
ing my guns, by which means I did signal execution, 
so that I had in a high degree acquired the favor and 
good graces of his Holiness. There passed not a day 
that [ did not kill some of the army without the castle. 
One day . . . I, who was above at the battery, . 
saw a man who was employed in getting the trenches 
repaired, and who stood with a spear in his hand, 
dressed in rose-color. I took my swivel, which 
was almost equal to a demi-culverin, turned it round, 
and charging it with a good quantity of fine and coarse 
powder mixed, aimed at him exactly, though he was 
at so great a distance that it could not be expected any 
effort of art should make such pieces carry so far. 
I fired off the gun, and hit the man in red exactly in 
the middle. He had arrogantly placed his sword be- 
fore him, in a sort of Spanish bravado; but the ball of 
my piece hit against his sword, and the man was seen 
severed into two pieces. The Pope, who did not dream 
of any such thing, was highly delighted and surprised 
at what Le saw, and gave me his absolution for all the 
homicides that I had ever committed.” (Benvenuto 
Cellini’s Autobiography, Roscoe’s trans‘ation, Chapter 
VIIL.) 

One would call that an active mischievous boy, busy 
at an exciting game; and in another place he tells us, 
in quite the same spirit, about his duck shooting, which 
he enjoyed as heartily as defending the faith: ‘‘I shot 
at them from a considerable distance,” he says, ‘‘ and 
brought down two with a single ball. I never charged 
my piece with more, as it car:ied two hundred cubits.” 
How Cellini would have enjoyed the mocern rifle, with 
its range of two thousand cubits and more, and its sur- 
prisingly delicate adjustments ! -_ 

Still a trained marksman will hit almost anything 
within range that is large enough for him to see; that 
subtends an angle, namely, of one or two minutes. 
For a dark object, that is roughly the minimum visibile ; 
and if you will let him have one or two trials to get 
the range, your first-rate 1ifleman or naval gunner will 
undertake to crush it with a shot, whether the minimum 
be the centre of the target or the waistcoat button of a 
commanding officer. 

Men have devised other instruments as delicate as 
these, and more delicate; but never any such combina- 
tion.of great delicacy with the utmost power. In this

; i It is curious to see 
him delicately aiming his gun, preparing to deliver his 


explosive missile with care, as the express companies 
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promise to deliver fragile articles. I have not shot 
persons myself; but I have watched the process of 
shooting them with no little interest. The spectacle, 
indeed, is not without its excitement. A-cannonade 
at long range has a serene, scientific malevolence that 
is allits own. It is an engrossing sight, even when 
nobody is hurt. One fine morning, in Mississippi 
Sound, I had the pleasure of watching the bow gunner 
in a naval chase. He was a quiet old mariner, with 
white hair and beard. He was neatly dressed ia navy 
blue, and evidently not the man to bear the brunt of a 
Homeric fight, or, like Cellini’s enemy, to sally forth 
‘* with a spear in his hand, dressed in rose-color.” But 
he was a more efficient fighter than the old times ever 
knew; for his weapon was a hundred-pounder Parrott 
rifle, with arange‘of three miles. The chase was a 
small steamer, making away from us at her fastest 
pace, some four miles away; a mere blot upon the 
quiet horizon of the sound, beneath a vast column of 
black smoke which rose from her funnel, streaming 
apparently miles upward into the still air. 

There could hardly be a quieter, a more peaceful 
scene. We gained slowly upon the chase. Meanwhile 
the guns’ crews stood at quarters, perfectly silent, 
ranged in their places. The only motion to be felt was 
the shuddering of the ship under the great engiues that 
drove her along, and the only sound the steady roaring 
of the water at the bows, and the low-voiced orders of 
the officers. When finally we drew within range of 
the chase the taptain ordered the bow gunner to fire. 
This ancient mariner was the crack shot of the ship, 
proud of his gun and of his skill in handling it; and it 
seemed as if he were giving himself airs over his 
accomplishment, so long did he take in aiming the 
piece. His deliberation, his tranquillity were very 
curious: he spent several minutes in getting an aim to 
suit him. A stranger to modern warfare would have 
thought the old man engaged in some religious or 
scientific rite, so precise and circumspect were his 
movements. He elevated the piece a little, he de- 
pressed it less; he changed the far sight of the piece to 
correspond to the slowly lessening distance between 
the two ships; and while he was making these refined 
adjustments the vessel, held strictly to her course by 
the helmsman, was pressing forward as steadily as a 
planet in its orbit. It was hard to realize that all this 
was ascenein modern warfare. The beautiful day, 
the silent ship, the old sailor crouching down behind 
the enormous black gun, grasping the laniard in his 
right hand, and drawing a delicate, and a still more 
delicate bead upon the chase, a mere spot of color on 
the horizon, three miles away—it seemed a scene of 
enchantment. The suspense of silence grew almost 
painful, and I was fain to imagine the hand-to-hand 
struggles of the Greek and Persian sailors at Salamis, 
or Donnybrook fair, as a relief to this scene of incanta- 
tion. But suddenly the crouching figure started, pull- 
ing the laniard sharply: a tremendous explosion fol- 
lowed; the great gun was hurled backward, smoking, 
six or eight feet from its place; and the men sprang to 
it, as if released from a spell, to serve it for another 
discharge. The large missiles of modern artillery may 
sometimes be seen in their flight; and we who stood 
near the line of trajectory could see the ponderous 
shell for a moment, taking its way toward the horizon. 
A few seconds, and a sharp jet of foam dashed up from 
the sea, close alongside of the fugitive craft—so near 
to her that you would have thought its spray had fallen 
upon her deck. That ended the affair. The chase put 
down her helm, and bore up to meet us. Nobody had 
been hurt; but the question of speed was settled be- 
tween the two ships; and as we had much the heavier 
battery of the two, a single hint from the Parroit rifle 
was quite enough. 

The contrast between such delicate marksmanship as 
this and rough work at close quarters is sometimes 
grotesque. A gunner upon one of our monitors told 
me that he used a six-ton smoothbore gun, at the battle 
of Mobile bay, to bring down a single man. It was 
the Confederate admiral; the gunner saw him peering 
out of the ports of the ram Zennessee, during the hot- 
test of the fight, and recognized him. He worked 
round his turret, and aimed at the Admiral as he would 
at arice bird; tiring the enormous ball at him, he 
struck the iron armor of the ram close to the port 
where the Admiral was standing, and wounded him 
severely by the concussion. The Tennessee struck her 
flag soon after, and the gunner was inclined to take the 
main credit of the surrender. I give his story as he 
told it, never having heard before of picking off an 
admiral with a turret gun and a fifteen-inch solid shot. 

Man is the noblest of game after all; no other chase 
compares for a moment with the hunting of human 

lives, Sharpshdoters, lying in hospital beds, will tell 
you that lion hunting is nothing toit. ‘‘ Who is the 
happy warrior ?” asks Wordsworth. I should say the 
sharpshooter. Of all pleasures I can imagine none 
more exciting than to bring down your man at long 
range. Of course this is a serious game, yet there is 
nothing to be said against it if you are both patriot and 
marksman. Jor in that case you get the bighest plea- 
sure and the highest duty in one. To lie behind a 
stump, a heavy rifle in your hand, and the enemy 
within reach, and then to pick him off skilfully—is 
there anything higher in the scale of fine excitements ? 
That seems to me a perfect situation: you would only 
want to feel assured that you were reasonably safe in 
your covert from the missiles of the patriots on the 
other side. For a rifleman observes his enemy as 
deliberately as a planet, using telescopic sights for the 
more Certain ‘‘ saving” of his man, as the phrase is. 
Saving a man, indeed! what a singular metaphor! 
Generally we save things that we may want to use; 
whereas the ‘‘ saving” of an enemy does not clearly 
imply any further use for him. 

‘es It seems to me that the modern soldier needs 
quite as much courage as the ancient soldier needed. 
lf the happy warrior of our day be the expert sharp- 
shooter, he of primitive times was the man who had 
stout arms and a good spear, or later, an arbalist and a 


sufficient coat of mail. I think he might have been the 
happier man of the two. For he knew that there was 
salvation in his valor, his strength, his armor; while 
the modern soldier, on the other hand, knows very 
well that nothing will avail him if once the bullet 
comes his way. lt may be argued that it takes more 
courage to join battle now than ever before. The duty 
of the modern soldier is to face the engines of warfare 
that begin to kill at a mile’s distance, to stand in rank 
and see his comrades torn into fragments by his side, 
to march in a cloud of blue smoke, waiting to have his 
head blown off; and this duty of the modern soldier 
requires courage. And when he lacks courage 
the modern soldier is surely to be pitied; for if bravery 
will not protect him as formerly, neither will cowardice. 
It is not so easy even to run away as it used to be. 
Une could get out of bowshot quickly enough, if it 
seemed better so. But a turn of the foot will not take 
you out of the range of repeating rifles. . . . 

It must be granted that the modern soldier is a dif- 
ferent creature from the warrior of Saint Louis’s time. 
Clearly enough he bas changed with his condition; he 
is subdued to what he works in. He is no longer, asa 
rule, a man hardened by athletic exercises, a bravo 
who gives and takes hard blows; on the contrary, he 
comes usually from the farm, the shop, the factory; 
nor does he any longer march up to the enemy in solid 
masses, as soldiers did up to the time when breech- 
loading artillery were introduced. His fighting has 
less of the look of bravery than it did; the modern 
soldier gets the protection of the ground when he can; 
you find bim fighting behind a stump or a stone. 
Wellington’s position at Waterloo was in front of the 
forest ot Soignies, and he said in after years, ‘‘ They 
never could have beaten us so that we could not have 
held the wood against them.” We can imagine how 
austerely the ancient heroes would look at first upon 
these changes in the art of war, could they return to 
criticise our modern ways. 

The modern soldier, too, is a ‘‘ subjective” creature, 
in comparison with his ancestors who lived before the 
days of printing. He reads the journals, and rehearses 
in his imagination the horrors of violent death as daily 
set forth in the accounts of accidents, shipwrecks, and 
battles. We all do this, and it adds a new dread to 
danger when it appe:rs, for we have felt it all before- 
hand ; and when the reality confronts the victim, on 
land or sea, a greater courage than that of the earlier 
mind is required to face one’s fate with calmness. .. . 
Nations now accumulate their entire fighting resources, 
and discharge them upon a given spot; they prepare 
their ships, armies, weapons, long beforehand, and 
bring the resources of a whole generation into the field. 
It is not merely the ability of generals, the valor of 
troops, that are now brought to bear; it is the accumu- 
lated force of years, in money, munitions, and training. 
We fight wita the whole power of gunpowder and 
steam, the one to bring vast multitudes of men toge- 
ther, the other to destroy them. It is this that has 
made real wars of pevples and races possible, in rpite 
of our commercial civilization. A modern general will 
set down the armies of a nation upon a given battlefield 
at a given hour; and steam having brought them punc- 
tually to the right spot, maintains them there; it col- 
lects their food from a thousand railway stations; it 
caters for them in the very corners of the earth. . 

But if civil wars are likely to become fewer, the 
struggles of nation with nation, as it seems to me, pro- 
mise to be quite as serious in the fucure as they have 
been in the past. The very circumstance of domestic 
peace and growth prepares the way for foreign war; 
there is a sort of bloud-hunger in each generation, and 
the complete military organization of the chiet pewers 
in Europe gives’ new color to the declaration of the 
philosopher who held that the natural state of mankind 
is a state of warfare. Certainly the old religious and 
race antagonisms are not dead; military ambition is as 
strong as formerly among men trained to war, and it 
wouid seem asif the day had now first arrived when 
the European powers could be fairly matched in the 
struggle tor supremacy. What is to hinder the stronger 
nation from subduing the rest, in days when the people 
are willing to fight; when the strategists conquer by 
means of gunpowder and occupy by steam; when the 
balance of victory inclines mure surely than ever before 
to the side that has the most troops and artillery and 
the best commissariat? But I think that most of us 
will hope that the balance of power may be preserved 
in Europe for yet a while.

THE 81-TON GUN. 


On Wednesday the 81-ton gun fired its maiden shot 
at Shoeburyness. The breaking of windows and 
crockery had been a foregone conclusion, and on Tues- 
day a sergeant’s party went round proclaiming with 
the sound of the trumpet at the street corners that from 
10 o’clock till 5 on Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday, 
people who were wise would leave their windows and 
doors open, as some sort of precaution against the 
expected disturbance of the atmosphere by violent ex- 
plosions. Some of the shopkeepers, as an extra pre- 
caution, shut up their shops entirely, and everybody 
seemed to be drawn to the spot where the terrible 
giant lay. 

A 1ange party had been sent out, as soon as the tide 
had ebbed, some three or four miles over the Maplin 
Sands, in order to mark where each shot made its first 
graze, and a Government vessel steamed outside in the 
channel in order to warn vessels from coming in the 
line of fire. This duty of keeping the line of fire 
clear appeared to be somewhat difficult, for some time 
was lost while vessels were brought out of the ‘‘ white 
water” which lies off this part of the sands, some 
12,000 or 13,000 yards from the firing point, and in 
testing a new gun with an unknown power it was 
obviously dangerous to proceed with any risk of the 
projectile making an unfortunate ricochet hit. 

The first elevation having been taken at 7 degrees, 





all eyes were turned up the sea range, where, for a lin® 
of nearly four miles, a straight path had been distinctly 
marked cut by the Royal Engineers and pegged. At 
the first bugle sound tke po are communication 
was made with the axial vent, where the charge receives 
the touch of fire, and not, as in other guns, on the top. 
A second bugle sounded, and a moment after an 
immense volume of flame burst forth, the ground 
shook, and the projectile was seen by those whose eyes 
are accustomed to watch cannon balls carecring through 
the air. Its first graze was at 4,687 yards from the 
firing point, and its time of flight from the gun to this 
first graze was 11°4 secs. After making the first graze 
it ricochetted out to sea, casting up, as long as it kept 
on the sand, clouds of black, and its track on the 
water was marked by lines of white, the deflection 
appearing to be to the right. Both gun and carriage 
were in perfect condition, but most of the cottages 
along the sea-front had one or two broken panes of 
glass, several had their rooms littered with plaster from 
the walls and ceilings, and one or two had their 
window-sashes blown completely out, but the most 
remarkable effects were manifested at a greater dis- 
tance. A plate-glass window fully 500 yards from the 
gun, was utterly destroyed, and the glass, a quarter of 
an inch thick, scattered about the road. A barrack 
gate was burst open and its lock broken, several sushes 
had vanished, and there were broken windows in every 
street. Each subsequent round added something to 
the damage, but the greatest mischief was n ly 
done at the first discharge. 

The second, third, fourth, and fifth shots were taken 
at the same elevation, and the time of flight of these 
shots, as taken by Capt. O'Callaghan, was 11:3 sec., 
11°4 sec., 11°4 sec., and 11°2 sec. The first graze of 
eack of these shots ran as follows: Second shot at 
4,717 yards; third, at 4,672 yards; fourth, 6,699; fifth, 
4,800. The recoil of each was in feet—-second, 38 ft., 
plus 2 ft. 6 io.; third, 34:3 ft., plus 3 ft.; fourth, 34 ft., 
plus 7 ft. 2 in.; fifth, 32 ft. 6 in., plus 1 ft. 

At the fifth shot one of the solid steel rails broke, but 
that did not prevent the gun from being worked. The 
elevation was then altered to 1 deg., and the first graze 
of the first shot was at 1,096 yards, and the first graze 
of the second shot was at 1,080 yards. The shots 
ricochetted along the range to the white water, and 
with a decided inclination to the right. The recoil was 
89 ft., plus 9 ft. 4 in., and 28 ft. 6 in., plus 3 ft. 6 in. 
The period of flight between the firing and the first 
graze was in each case of these two shots 2°2 sec. The 
gun burnt all its powder, and after firing had ve 
little dirt. Tue firing then Kad to cease, as the tide 
was coming in. 

On Thursday the experiments were continued, with 
equally satisfactory results as to the efficiency of the 
gun and gear, but it must also be added with like 
unfortunate results as to the houses in the vicinity. It 
will be remembered that only two shots had been fired 
at the low elevation of one degree, which is practically 
a point-blank aim. Three shots therefore had to be 
fired on Thursday morning to complete the five rounds 
in this series. The first missile took 2°3 sec. in its 
flight before touching the sand at a distance of 1,105 - 
yards from the firing-point, the next shot fell actually in 
the same hole, and the third fell only alittle short of it. 


-| Tbe buge gua was then elevated to four degrees, and 


five rounds fired. The first reached a distance of 3,037 
yards in 6'8 sec.; the next 3,028 yards in 6 9 sec.; the 
third 8,077 yards in 6°6 sec.; the fourth 3,096 yards in 
71 sec., and the last 3,079 yards in 6°1 secs. In.all 
these cases, it should be explained, the distance and 
time are taken from the time the shots leave the muzzle 
to their first contact with the sands, and though the 
measure of time may not be exactly correct to the 
fraction of a second, that of distance is perfectly 
reliable. The gun was next raised to the greatest 
elevation yet wied, viz., 10 deg. The result of the 
first discharge at this range was anxiously looked for, 
as the large projectile could be heard whizzing far 
away, with a sound as of a distant steam engine. At 
length, after it had been in the air 104 secs., it struck 
the shallow water 6,250 yards from the shore. The 
next shot occupied precisely the same time in its flight, 
but fell in the ‘‘ Swin,”’ and the range could not be 
ascertained to a yard. This concluded the experi- 
ments for the day. The men worked the gun without 
a single hitch, and tbe old loading gear, which was 
substituted for the chain-gear used on the previous day, 
proved more useful in the present stage of the experi- 
ments. The experiments were continued on Friday. 

Broud Arrow says further: In trials for ‘* range 
accuracy,” strangely «nough to the uninitiated, no 
attempt is made to strike a mark. It may not be out 
of place to describe here the method obtaining at Shoe- 
buryness for deciding the accuracy of a gun, as ex- 
plained to us. A certuin number of rounds are fired 
with the same weight. of projectile and of powder, and 
the same elevation. The range of each shot is 
observed, also the deviation to the right or left of an 
imaginary vertical plane through the gun’s axis; from 
these data a rectangular is constructed, showing the 
smallest space within which all the shots fired would 
have lodged, and (consequently) all future shots would 
probably lodge. Naturally the smaller this space the 
greater 1s the accuracy of the gun. Neglecting one 
shot of a very erratic character (due, it is conjectured, 
to some defect in the telescopic sighting arrangement), 
the probable rectangle of the 81-ton gun, with eleva- 
tion 7 deg., measured in round numbers fifteen yards 
by two yards (148 by 18). This, in plain langu 
shows the gun, well handled, to be capable of striking 
a 45 ft. cutter at a distance of over three miles. To 
ensure the safety of the shipping, the precaution was 
tuken of posting a Government tug at sea to warn 
vessels of the danger of approaching within 12,000 
yards (about 6% miles) of the gun.

present without a letter ‘‘A” in its regimental alphabet 
owing to the consolidation of that company with others 
in the regiment. A little break in the regularity of the 
proceedings at the muster of the 71st was the appearance 
upon the ground, in citizen’s dress, of the late captain of 
Company A (who was rendered supernumerary by the 
action of the State authority) and his audible protest against 
the muster of any of his late command excepting as mem- 
bers of Co. A. Oneof the latter gentlemen who was paraded 
in the ranks of another company waxed contumacious, and 
declined to answer to his name in that ae .

The 71st intends putting forth fresh efforts during the 
coming winter in the matter of recruiting and strengthen- 
ing itself in the popular favor, a large share of whch it 
has deservedly retained for these many years.

A Saxon regiment fired ball instead |’ volank car- 
tridges, in their manceavres with the 4tu Prussian 
Army Corps, and wounded several oflicers. An in- 
vestigation has been ordered to ascertain whether the 
error was due to accident or malice. 

Tue Admiralty have allowed the officers of H.B.M.S. 
Sultan £6 monthly for the ward room mess and £3 
monthly for the gun 1v0m mess to help entertain the 
callers on their Captain, H. R. H. the Duke of Edin- 
burgh. This in answer to the appeal from the 
officers. 

Tue German Emperor, who was present at the 
cavalry manceuvres at Weissenburg on the 25th ult., 
was received by the population with great enthusiasm, 
says a telegram from that place, and if this was so, it 
shows that the Alsatiaus are becoming more than re- 
conciled to their enforced change of nationality. 

Tue German government has five gun}oats of a new 
type under censtruction, of which the Weape, and the 
second, named the Viper, are launched. ‘hey all 
measure 43°5 metres in length between the perpendi- 
culars, 10°6 metres in width above the plating, and 
41 metres indepth. The third boat is so far advanced 
that she will be launched before the end of the present 
year. The remaining two will shortly follow. 

By order of the Lords of the Admiralty, the Ad- 
miral Superintendent of Devonport Dockyard has 
formally and severely reprimanded an engineer student 
for replying to the examiner in a facetious manner. 
The student when asked, ‘‘ How would you proceed 
to get up steam?” answered, “ Tighten your funnel- 
stays and regulate your funnel-draught, then look up 
to Our Father and say, ‘I am ready to go home if the 
boiler-fronts come out.’” 

COLONEL WALDEMAR DE BEcKER, Chief of Staff for 
General Tchernaieft, commanding the Servian army, 
may claim cosmopolitan honors of the first order. 
Originally a Russian subject, he has resided in Italy, 
thence to the Spanish army; with the French to Mexi- 
co, where he resided for two years, returning to Paris 
asa protegé of Napoleor ILI. Later a private in the 
Pontifical Zouaves, thence to the Khedive’s service, and 
finally to Servia. 


Tue Austrian Army, according to aGerman military 
paper, is the only army whose soldiers are all armed 
with the same kind of rifle. In Russia, at the begin- 
ning of the present year, only one-third of the troops 
had the new Berdan rifle; the remaining two-thirds had 
old muzzle-loaders, converted according to the Kruka 
system. The French infantry is still chiefly armed 
with the Chassepot, though some weeks ago there was 
a distribution among various regiments of Gras rifles, 
lu ltaly the equipment of the standing army with the 
Vetterli rifle is to be completed about the beginning of

next year. Even from England it is reported that 
some of the troops who were concentrated in the sum-- 
mer at Aldershot and Salisbury are still armed with 
the old Snider rifle. The writer adds that, though the 
Austrian army may be supposed to be more furtunate 
than other States in possessing a uniform system of ar- 
mament, the Wernd] rifle (which is the one adopted by 
the Austrian War Office) has proved far inferior to 
some of more recent invention. 

A serteés of analytical experiments on different de- 
scriptions of forage has lately been made in France. 
The conclusions arrived at are: That the nutritive 
value of oats is not proportionate to the specific gravity 
vf the grain. That determining forage rations vy 
weight or measurement alone, as in the army, is a de- 
fective, untrustworthy, and uneconomical method. 
The charge for forage in the French Army #stimates 
for 1875 showed an increase of 14 million francs on an 
effective of 100,000 horses, whereas the Paris Omnibus 
Company, whose cattle are admitted to be in first-rate 
working order, by analysing their grain, effected a 
saving of 800,000 francs on the keep of 10,000 horses 
during the same time. In other words, the rise in the 
price of forage causes the French War Department to 
pay $25 extra for the keep of each army horse for the 
year, whilst the Omnibus Company, by recognizing 
more correct physiological principles, were enabled to 
save $15 on the annual keep of each horse, not only 
without loss, but, it is asserted, with a positive in- 
crease of working “‘ efficiency.” 

THE annual report of the Soldiers’ Total Abstinence 

Association, for the year 1875-6, which bas recently 
been issued at Benares, gives a good deal of interesting 
information respecting a movement that must have 
a growing beneficial effect upon the Indian army, in 
which the temperance movement has long prospered. 
It was establi-hec in 1862, and reconstituted in 1872. 
in the year 1875-76 the association added to its roll 
1,975 fresh members, and eleven new local societies; 
und it now numbers 7,217 membera, und seventy-three 
societies, in India alone. The muss of the members 
are soldiers ; but many also are women and children. 
In one regiment, her Majesty’s 14th, there are no less 
than 455 members; and her Majesty’s 65th Regiment 
has 301 members. The assoiation endeavors to en- 
courage the constancy of members by offering whit 
they call “temperance honors.’’ Thus, tv a member 
whose name has not appeared o” the canteen-roll for 
six months the society offer the ‘‘ Illustrated Card of 
Honor;” to an abstainer for twelve months, a chance 
of being awarded their silver medal and to the ab- 
stainer for five years a chance of their ‘‘silver star of 
the order of good merit.” There are also ‘‘ regimental 
silver bars” and ‘‘regimental silver stars.” We are 
informed that the association’s card of honor is to be 
found in almost every barrack room ia the Bengal 
Presidency, and as far as Aden and British Burmah. 
Lord Napier of Magdala, ia his farewell order, re- 
marked upon the — of crime in the army among 
total abstainers. e quoted statistics to show that the 
numbe, of courts-martial had, during the last five 
years, been reduced from4,077 to 541. The oflences 
of the temperance men compared with those of non- 
abstainers were as one to forty, nearly. 
QUEEN Victoria, September 27, presented new 
colors to the Ist Royal Scots. ‘The ceremony took 
place at Ballater, and was witnessed by the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, Prince and Princess Lonis of 
Hesse, Princess Beatrice, and Lieutenant-Colonel the 
Duke of Connaught. Her Majesty, in presenting the 
colors, said: ‘‘In entrusting these colors to your 
charge, it gives me much pleasure to remind you that 
1 have been associated with your regiment froni my 
earliest infancy. My dear father was proud of his 
profession, and I was always taught to consider my- 
self a eoldier’s child. I rejoice in having « son who 
has devoted his life to the army, and who, 1 am con- 
fident, will ever prove worthy of the name of a British 
soldier. I now present these colors to you, convinced 
that you will always uphold the glory and reputation 
of my ist Regiment of Foot, the Royal Scots.” Col. 
Mc@wire, in a short speech, acknowledged the honor 
which had been done to the regiment. The Queen, 
amid loud ‘cheers, consented to take the old colors to 
Balmoral Castle. It is worthy of remark (writes the 
Pali Mali Gazette) that among all the regiments of the 
army there is only one which owes its official designa- 
tion to services rendered on the battle-field. The 
others bear either royal, personal, or local titles, and 
with the exception of the Coldstream, the 26th, and 
33rd, no historical associations are recorded in the 
names. It may, however, be admitted that the Royal 
Scots uphold in their title the tradition of their pre- 
historic origin; and, without going back as far as 
Charles ILI. ot France, under whom it is maintained 
they acted, there can be no doubt that this band ex- 
isted in 1613, and served the cause of Protestantism 
under Gustavus Adolphus, when ‘*‘ they fought for the 
Gospel and bold King of Sweden.” The regiment 
fought under William III., Marlborough, and Cum- 
berland. Either as the Royal Regiment or as the 
Royal Scots—names by which they have been alter- 
nately called—they have been employed in every quar- 
ter of the globe and against »lmost every enemy of 
Britain. At the beginning of this century the Duke of 
Kent was appointed colonel of the 1st Foot, and Sept. 
27th, his daughter, the Queen, presented the regiment 
with new colors. 

AFTER remarking that the proceedings of a native 
court-martial are marked by an originality which gives 
a freshness to what would otherwise be dry routine, 
an Exst Indian journal says: ‘‘ A case happened not 
very long ago, in which two prisoners, Sepoys, were 
fortrial. ‘Their wives waylaid the commanding officer 
as he was going home from parade, and falling at his 
feet, each one firmly grasped him by an ankle, while 
the commanding officer, in imminent danger of being 
tumbled over in the road, roared lustily to the guard to 








appeals, and the long array of naked children pro 
duced on these occasions, often induced a tender- 
hearted colonel to remit a month or two of the punish- 
ment awarded. Let us sketch the dramatis persone in 
one of these courts. The superintending officer,. who 
also acts as interpreter, sits at the ‘head of the table, 
taking down the evidence. On his right is the presi- 
dent of the court, and the other native officers are 
ranged round the table. The prisoncr, with a sentry 
over him, is looking the picture of injured innocence, 
and freely imputes the most diabolical motives tu each 
witness who speaks against him. It is noon of a very 
hot day, a time when the native officers of the court 
are wont to sleep soundly in their huts. The force of 
babit is too much for one stout subadar, whose efforts 
to keep himself awake become weaker and weaker, 
until he gives it up in despair, and allows his bead to 
sink on bis breast in a calm slumber, from which he is 
occasionally aroused by bis neighbor stamping on his 
toes, and whispering that the sahib sees him. The 
sudden way he wakes up on these occasions, and stares 
round bewilderedly, is rather comical. Another native 
officer fixes his eyes on the superintending officer, and 
never takes them off, as if he were engrossed in the 
evidence. He is, however, mentally calculating how 
much pay he will have saved by the end of the year, 
and how long it will be before he can save up enough 
to give his daughter, who will soon be marriageable, a 
dower worthy of her family and position. The others 
struggle with yawns, and a desire to doze battles with 
the honest wish to attend to the matter before them. 
Two o'clock strikes. The superintending officer groan+ 
audibly, for he was to tiffin at that hour with the 
Smiths, and pretty Mrs. Smith is a particular friend of 
his. All things must come to an «nd, however, and 
the prisoner having been proved to be guilty, it only 
now remains to sentence him. The subadar, who has 
been asleep all the time, 1s now wide awake, and quite 
lively, and wears a Jook of judicial gravity and respon- 
sibility that is edifying Being asked to name a period 
of imprisonment, which he thinks wili meet the case, 
be straightway plunges in profound cogitation, and at 
last, as a ‘happy thought,’ says he would prefer to 
leave the matter to the sahid. Vhe others coincide in 
this able view of the situation, and the prisoner is sen- 
tenced accordingiy. The court then sign their names 


to the proceedings, and each man retires to the bosom 


of his family, with the proud consciousness of having 
done his duty.” 








Tue camping and mining stove advertised by H. L. 
Duncklee, 87 Blackstone street, Boston, has been in 
use for between two and three years, during which 
time about 1,500 stoves bave been sold to go to all parts 
of the world. It was designed for sporting purposes 
—and its compactness and durability commended it 
for military and mining purposes. These stoves have 
been sent to South Africadiamond mines, Australia and 
South Americ: in large numbers. Recently they have 
been introduced into many missionary stations by the 
A. B. F. missions, and the past year probably 100 of 
these stoves have been sent to the Black Hills, and 
military men consider them an_ indispensable 
article for frontier service. Of the Army ranges 
manufactured by the same firm, over 12,000 were used 
during the late war. They are of three sizes, cooking 
for 100, 300, and 800 men respectiveiy.
